JIANK TINKHAM was probably the 
most thorough newspaper reporter 

! ever knew. For years he covered the 
Michigan state capital for a string of 
Michigan papers. When the legisla­ 
ture was not in session he did general 
Mslfrnments for the Grand Rapids 
Press, the journalistic Riant of west­ 
ern Michigan, on which I was suc- 
essslvejy telegraph editor, sporting 
Editor, political reporter, and citj 
editor.

When Hank Tinkham went out on 
a story, the morning newspaper men 
who followed in , his tracks couldn't 
fcnd a shred of news that Hank had 
Killed fci bis story of the previous 
afternoon.     .  

Before I went to the Press the big 
»opper strike was taking place in the 
upper peninsula. Hank was assigned 
to the story by the Press, There were 
reporters in Calumet from, almost 
every metropolitan paper in the 
country.

1*he telegraph facilities in thio rain- 
ins town were not sufficient to handle 
effectively the load of newspaper copy 
that was filed every night during the 
strike. As a result copy from many 
special correspondents reached their 
papers late.

So newspaper men assigned to 
cover the strike adopted many and 
unusual means to Insure early trans­ 
mission of the copy they wrote.

"But of all the methods I think Hank 
Tinkham's wins the prize. 

Send* Dispatch
Tinkham learned from one of the 

strike leaders early one morning that 
the strikers' committee late that after­ 
noon would make public their sugges­ 
tions for a settlement of the walkout. 

Tinkham realized that the wires 
would be flooded with copy that night 
and he took steps to protect his own 
paper.

Shortly after noon he went to the 
telegraph office and wrote,the follow­ 
ing dispatch:

He handed the dispatch to t 
telegrapher, together with his pock 
dictionary.

"Shoot this wire out right away 
said Hank, "and when you get throug 
'send' this dictionary to the snme a< 
dress."

The operator was dumfounile 
But the dictionary was a telegram an 
had to be treated as such.

An hour later Hank returned w 
his story of the strike offer of th 
workers. The operator was stl 
"sending" the dictionary. BHe was ju: 
starting in on the "B's." The wire i 
the Grand Rapids Press was ope 
As a result Hank's story was the firs 
to go out from Calumet and the Presi 
scooped the world on a mighty goo 
news story of especial interest 
western Michigan.
